Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed November 1 , 2004 are accepted by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , in a processor system for processing an object supported on 

a tray, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the concept of a rotatable roller 
positioned a selected distance spaced above an upper surface of the tray such that the 
roller clears a properly positioned object on the tray and the selected distance 
positioning the roller to be intercepted by an object on the tray at a position other than 
the proper position and rotated as the tray moves to the processing station in the 
manner claimed by the applicant. 

Regarding claim 12, in a processor system including a sensing roller assembly, 
the prior art does not teach or make obvious the concept of a support to rotatably mount 
the sensing roller spaced from the upper surface of the conveyor a distance to cleat a 
substrate positioned in the receiver and to be engaged by a substrate at least partially 
out of the receiver and positioned in a path of movement of the substrate when the 
substrate is supported at least in part by the conveyor whereby a substrate on the 
conveyor and at least partially out of the receiver rotationally drives the sensing roller 
when the conveyor moves the substrate past the sensing roller in the manner claimed 
by the applicant.
